FROM TURKEY. 


No New Development* but Conditions are 


Such That Serioua Catnpllcu- 


tions Aluy !EnRue, 


Constantinople, Sept. 14.—(Copyright- 


ed by tho Associated Press.)—There is no 
change in tho political situation. It is 
bo.ievod, however, that Great Britain will 
not take immediate action. A great deal 
depends on tbo czar's visit to Queen Vic- 
toria. Palace officials say the audience 
the British ambassador had with the sul- 
tan Friday convinced the latter that tho 
feeling against him in Great Britain 
much more intense than h« realized. 
It 


was intimated to him that Great Britain 
under certain conditions, might be com- 
pelled to act indenpendent of the other 
powers in preventing further disturb- 
ances. 
In spite of this assurance it is 


noticeable there is a renewal of serious 
anxiety among foreigners that another 
outbreak is imminent. A British vessel 
carrying Armenian refugees is guarded 
by a British warship to prevent their ar- 
rest by Turkey. The warship's com- 
mander is instructed to resist any inter- 
ference with tho British vessels. The re- 
fusal to remain here to permit Armenian 
refugees to land has created a bad impres- 
sion iiud may lend to serious complica- 
tions. 
Tbo joint commission or Europe 


ins, and Turks to inquire into tho recent 
massacres held a preliminary meeting 
Saturday. The fact that most of the Ar- 
menians who could furnish incriminat- 
ing evidence havo boon killed or impris- 
oned or banished loaves the commission 
little to work on except Turkish police 
officials, whoso eivdenco amounts to noth- 
ing. 
Fortunately, however, all the cvi- 


donco necessary to prove conclusively 
that the massacre was officially planned 
at the palace has been already collected 
by tho representatives powers. 


LAWYER W. S. FORREST HURT.

He 
was found ft short while after the acci- 
dent by H. M. Hastings, of 2825 Michi- 
gan avenue, who notified the Woodlawn 
police, and Mr. Forrest was token to his 
homo at 32(54 Groveland avenue. 
He was 


soon revived by Dr. W'lliam E. Morgan, 
md then his injuries v< ere examined. 
It 


was found that his loft shoulder had been 
dislocated, and that he had been painful- 
ly bruised in his fall, but no dangerous 
wounds hnd resulted from the accident, 
iovoral pedestrians say that tbo accident 
was due to a chain which is used to closo 
a bridle path and which the horse may 
havo encountered. 
The police think the 


animal was seared by a piece of paper. 
Mr. Forrest has been well known hero in 
his conduct of celetratod criminal cases. 
He recently assisted tho civic federation 
in its prosecution of offenders against the 
freedom of the ballot. 


FOR SANITATION OF THE STATE. 


Committee of tlic Hoard of Health 


a liill. 


Pooria, Sept. 14. — At a meeting held 


in Chicago recently a committee was ap- 
pcinted to draft a bill regulating the san- 
itation of tho state and to present u bill 
at the next session of tho legislature. The 
committee held a meeting Saturday night 
at the Creve Coeur club rooms, and re- 
ported that they had drafted a bill which 
provides that the state board of health 
should study this subject in detail und 
have control of all public water supplies 
and their sources, the development and 
utilization of underground sources and to 
Impose penalties for the contamination 
of water supplies. All analyses of water 
are to be made at the state university at 
Champaign. 
The board is also to have 


control and supervision of tha sewage 
systems of tho state.

THE PHOENIX PARK MURDER 


F. T. J. Tynan Arrested for the A8«il»»illll- 


tlon of Lord Cavendish. 


Boulogne, Sept. 14.—Patrick 
T. J. 


Tynan, the mysterious "No. 1" of the 
Irish Invincibles, who is believed to have 
directed tbo brutal murder of Lord Fiede- 
rick .Cavendish and 
Under 
Secretary 


Burke in Phoenix park, Dublin, May 
fi, 1803, was arrested in this city by Soot 
land Yard detect!f09 Sunday morning. 


Tho fact that Tynan's whereabouts 


huvu been known in a general way to tho 
English authorities for years gives rit-o to 
the belief that tbe government has new 
and important evidence 
concerning a 


crime that shocked the civilized world. 
The warrant upon which he was arrested 
was issued in 1882, and has thus been in 
the possession of the detectives for four- 
teen years. 


Tynan arrived in Europe last month 


from America, landing at Genoa, Au- 
gust 25. Ho traveled under the name ot 
George Gordon and proceeded from Genoa 
to Paris, where be wns scon In company 
with members of the dynamite faction of 
the Irish party* Ho arrived In Boulogne 
fjom Paris Inst Friday evening, register- 
ing iit the Hotel Folkestone under the 
alias of Gordon. He »mde no pretense of 
concealing bis Fenian views und indulged 
in violent harangues iu, tho bar of the 
botel. 


The English 
detectives 
who have 


shadowed him since ho arrived in Europe 
determined last evening to place him 
under arrest, and at i o'clock this morn- 
ing they burst into his room, revolvers in 
bund, und he surrendered with a strug- 
gle. 
The prisoner admits his identity. 


Documents of an incriminating nature 
and a large sum of money were found in 
his possession. He was lodged in a cell 
at the Boulogne police station and will I e 
irraigned in the morning with a vciw to 
his extradition to England. 


Detective Inspector Walsh from Scot- 


,and Yard reapbed Boulogne yesterday 
and has taken charge of tbo case. 
He 


says that there will bo some connection 
proved between Tynan and two suspects 
recently apprehended by English detec- 
tives—Bell, who was taken at Glasgow 
yesterday, and Wallace, arrested in Rot- 
terdam last wcoh. 


Lang a Resident of Brooklyn 


Xow York, Sept. 14.—Patrick T. J. Ty- 


nan, arrested in Boulogne yesterday for 
complicity in the Phoenix park murders, 
ived for many years subsequent to the 
date ot thc'crime in Brooklyn. 
Tho Eng- 


lish authorities were fully awaro of his 
whereabouts and could have arrested him 
ut any time. 
He left the United States 


some time during the summer, and tho 
fact of his arrest in Boulogne indicates 
that the Scotland Yard authorities are in 
possession of nnw and important ovidenco 
of bis guilt iu connection with tho mur- 
ders of Cavendish and Burko, or that they 
havo information of new conspiracies on 
foot against tho English rule of Ireland.

Whereas Democracy 
In a proposition that Allows tbo silver of 
the world to be coined at bur mints fret 
of charge, at a ratio far beyond its intrin- 
sic or commercial value, and compels oar 
citizens to accept this false and dishonest 
coin at Itafaoe value in extinguishment 
of their debts and in payment for their 
labor? 


The advocates of this platform hazard 


everything on tbe single proposition that 
the enactment of a law for the free coin- 
ago of silver, at tbe ratio of 16 to 1, with- 
out the aid or assistance of other nations, 
will bring gold and silver to a parity. 
We consider our silver dollar today tut 
good as gold, because it has back of it tbe 
credit and faith of the nation, pledged to 
maintain Its parity with gold. Under 
free coinage this credit and faith will be 
withdrawn from the new coin. Tbo gov- 
ernment will have no interest In, or re- 
sponsibility for it. These men propose, 
however, that tbe power of ooDgrugg gbal) 
be exercised to compel onr citizens to ac- 
cept in payment of their debts a dollar 
that, is intrinsically worth 58c, without 
being able to compel corresponding relief 
to the American debtors when foreign 
creditors demand of them payment in 
gold. So law ban yet been able to ninko 
all men bonest; but no law should compel 
them to bo dishonest. 


But more sacred to' every citizen than 


the honor and business Interests of Indi- 
viduals Is the honor of tbe nation Itself. 
The United States is a debtrr, by virtue 
of the bonds it bos issued. I! for the*! 
bonds gold Was paid, justice, morals and 
national honor all cry ont for redemp- 
tion, principal and Interest, In the ume 
coin. But it !a claimed that on tho toco 
of these bonds the, government U given 


tho legal right to redeem them In coin, 
and, therefore, may redeem thorn In sllvor 
coin. A question of morals should al- 
ways rise superior to » legal question. 
For the 1860,000,000 of government bond* 
now outstanding wo have received gold 
coin, and unless tho Intelligence of this 
nation be blunted and its patriotic Im- 
pulses paralyzed, those obligations will 
be redeemed in similar coin. 


I have board it mild that no attempt 


will bo made to affect existing obligation* 
If tho work of tbe Chicago convention bo 
ratified at the polln. The answer Is two 
fold. 
Tho proposition not to repudiate 


these obligations was overwhelmingly de- 
feated by tho convention, nflor Mr. Urynn 
had concluded tbo speech which resulted 
in bin nomination. 
Under free coinage, 


gold would bo exported or hoarded, and 
sllvor would become tbo money of tbo 
country. 
With sliver or flat pnpt'r money 


IIH our only mean* of revenue, how ran 
these millions of United State* bonds bo 
redeemed In gold? 


With a legitimate proposition to In- 


crease tbe number of United Stater" KU- 
premo court judges or to abolish within 
constitutional lines life tenure In office, 
I may havo nn ronrrovprny; nor d'o I ob- 
ject to proper criticism of judges or public 
offloialH. But when an open, bold attempt 
s made to Increase tbo number of them 
judges with tho avowed- purnow of «oour- 
iug n dccMou on any qm>ntlori In a prede- 
termined way, patriotic and Intelligent 
men may well hold' up their hand* In 
horror.

A. View of the Conditions Under tu« 


Present Faulty State Adminis- 


tration—What AltceW H»» 


Failed to Do.

The f ramers of our constitution made 
t the duty of the general assembly to 
>ass laws for the protection of the lives 
ind health of miners, and thus made 
:hem in respect to tbeir physical safety 
;he wards of the state. No other class 
s so recognized, because no class is 
placed in'such mortal peril at their daily 
ask, no class is so wholly at the mercy 
of incompetence, indifference and cu- 
>idity on the part of others. All sorts 
>f accidents occur in the coal mines of 
Jlinois. The disaster at Braidwood, 
iVill county, this state, in the spring of 
1883, whereby 69 men "lost their lives, 
was one of the chief causes of the pres- 
ent mine-inspection law of this state, 
which lias done so much to raise the 
standard of mining. In talking with 
one of thte authors of the bill at the time 
of its passage, he stated that the object 
iu making the examination competi- 
tive was to make it an incentive to the 
study of questions pertnining-to mining. 
In this the law has done much good. 


The first examination for state mine 


inspectors was held at Springfield, Sep- 
tember, 1883—there were about 30 at- 
tended this examination, which was 
quite easy compared to others, and only 
four passed the required 75 per cent. 
There were five places to fill, so another 
call was made by the board of examin- 
ers for October, I was among the very 
few thit went to that examination. I 
found the examination to be very prac- 
tical and conducted in a fair manner. 
My object in going to the examination 
was to find out what class of studies 
would be required. I found that it 
would need years of very close, hard 
study in order to pass a successful ex- 
amination. For one like myself, who 
had entered the pit to earn my daily 
bread as a trapper boy before 1 was 
seven years old, it meant untold work. 
But I feit like a fellow countryman of 
mine of Pennsylvania, who said 
he 


would get there if it took him all his 
life, He went eight times and finally 
passed among the highest and secured 
an inspectorship. I did not go eight 
times, but I attended the examinations 
of '83, '85, '87, and '89, and should have 
kept on going until I passed, but I left 
the state, engaged in other business for 
several years. 


I therefore have some knowledge of 


what constitutes an examination and 
the class of questions propounded to 
the candidates. The examinations were 
excellent, and the questions were among 
(he most practical in mining. It was the 
custom to send in all the names of the 
candidates who passed the required 75 
per cent., and from that number the five 
who stood the highest the governor 
chose his staff of five mine inspectors 
During1 Gov. Oglesby's term of office 
there was one gentleman who succeedrd 
in passing an excellent examination but 
failed to .secure an appointment from 
the fnct that the governor had excellent 
reasons for not granting the 
place. 


During Gov. Fixer's administration a 
democrat, who succeeded in passing one 
ot the highest, was appointed and 
served two terms in the office. 


During the present administration 


there have been two examinations held, 
but no one has ever heard what were the 
ratings, and no republican has been ap- 
pointed. Everything about an exam- 
ination for mine inspector should be 
open and above board. Every miner in 
the state, regardless of his politics, has 
a right to enter into competition if he so 
chooses. He also has the right, regard 
less of what his politics may be, to one 
of the appointments if he passes among 
the highest. The law was not meant 
to make it a political machine, it was 
meant for the benefit of all. The civil 
service of the United States does not 
recognize n man's political affiliations. 
It simply gives the reward to merit, 
which is right. According to the last 
published reports of the 
office the 


miners of this state have fared badly 
under the present administration. 
These are the facts as found in the re- 
port: 


"The 
total number of men employed In 
and about mines was 38,630, the largrest 
In the history of the state, but the average 
number of days of active operation was 
the lowest recorded. 


"Though, however, the number of men 
employed Is greater, they have average! 
less days' work In the year, and for lens 
remuneration. 


"In 1888 the miners received an average 
ot over SO cents per ton for mining coal, 
and produced an average of 543 tons to 
•each man, while in 1895 they received an 
average of a little over 67 cents per ton, and 
produced an average of only 445 tons pfH 
man, 
a dpjcrease In earnings of 58 per cent. 
, "The most deplorable feature of the 
past ycsar's record is the large number of 
accidents that has occurred. 


"During the ten years next preceding 
this report .there has been an average of 
270,473 tons of coal produced for each life 
lost. 
In 1895 75 men were killed—one tof 
<very 236,478 tons mined. One hundred and 
forty-four persons were left helpless and 
dependent, -widowed and fatherless, by 
these accidents—one for every 123,166 ton* 
of coal 'produced." 


Under democratic rule we have less 


work, less pay and more live^ lost, and 
yet they come and tell us that they are 
friends of the miner, and want us to 
vote for them. The history of the dem- 
ocratic party has been, both state and 
national, retrogressive. There isnoth- 
'ing progressive about the democratic 
party. It told us four years ago that 
we should have better times; it has 
been demonstrated that they did not 
tell the truth. They tell us now that 
they will do better next time, and they 
are going to do it by repudiation and 
a depreciation of our currency. We 
have money equal with any in tbe world. 
What we lack is work to do. Democrat 
ic promises will not fill the dinner pail 
or buy shoes for the babies' feet. A re- 
publican victory next fall will mean bet- 
ter times. A democratic victory next 
ialJ will make bad times still worse.

of confidence in the financial purposes o 
thoso who are seeking control of the gov 
ernnimont in order to inaugurate a fre 
silver policy. A brief rolerencc to HU 
tlientlc statements compiled from ofiloia 
reports of tho tieasury department wi! 
show that in 18U5 the United States ha 
a total supply of money amounting to on 
billion, four hundred and six millions 
about $!33 per capita.

point that choice loans in sums of not les 
than £5,000 have been placed at oil 
quarter of one per cent. Why does so lit 
tie money accomplish so much and prov 
so abundant for England's greater needs 
Tbe answer is inevitable. Her flnon 
cial system is unquestionably sound, an! 
versal confidence prevails and exchang 
more swiftly and thoroughly does th 
work of adjusting balances!.
